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TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Lubec: 


The activities of your Municipal Government, for the 
fiscal year ending February 29, 1968, are summarized for 
your informatien and critical evaluation. Your inspection 
of the respective reports of the various departments, boards 
and committees will reveal that this has been an active year 
for your Municipal Government as it provided the services 
demanded by the citizenry. 


In order to up grade the level of services provided, ihe 
Board of Selectmen have implemented several programs of 
planned improvement: 


A. In the area of administration the Selectmen have 
utilized the ‘Town Manager’s practice of financial reporting 
hy means of a monthly Statement of Accounts, Receipts 
coupled with a Financial Operating Statement in order to 
develop more complete data for the purpose of decision 


making. 


B. In the area of Police Protection the Selectmen have - 
created the position of Chief of Police and implemented 
the planned program expansion by appointing Robert Pea- 
cock as Chief of Police. Under Chief Peacock’s leadership 
the new patrolmen are being trained as a cepartmental 
unit with an emphasis on contact, coordination and con- 
that will utilize Federal and State police information and 
tinuous training. Departmental files are being developed 
apprehension procedures. All police officers are taking “or- 
mal instruction by attending Police Instruction School 
sponsored by the Maine Municipal Association and given 


by several Municipal Police Departments and the Maine 
State Police. é 
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The Selectmen feel that an improved police department 
is a requisite, because of the great public concern over the 
rapid rise in the crime rate at the National, State and local 
level. Today the criminal is highly sophisticated in his 
methods of operation and highly mobile, operating in both 
urban and rural areas. Municipalities, both large and small, 
must therefore do their utmost to procure and train a pol- 
ice force that can cope with the criminal element eftec- 
tively. 


C. in the area of Fire Protection, the Selectmen carried 
out the mandate of the last annual town meetng by pur- 
chasing a new fire engine that greatly increases the Fire 
Departmeni’s capability to cope with fire whenever it oc- 
curs. 


The Selectmen also ordered the construction of a new 
Town Garage structure, one bay of which houses the new 
fire truck. This new building serves the dual purpose of 
housing both highway and fire department equipment 
under conditions that give the town an opportunity to do 
more of its own maintenance work that will result in re. 
duced operating costs. 


D. In the area of economic development, ithe Selectmen 
have created the position of Economic Development Direc- 
tor and appointed the Town Manager to that position. The 
Selectmen took this step in order to centralize their efforts 
to create economic development in the town. Currently, 
there are several prospects under investigation and it now 
appears that there is some hope of broadening ihe iown’s 
economic base moderately in the future. 


EK. In the area of Highways, the Selectmen authorized 
the construction of another increment of State Aid road on 
Route 191 as previously planned. A final road segment and 
bridge, at the Trescott line, this spring will complete the 
current project. The Town Road Improvement Project ad- 
ded another segment to the Boot Cove Road. The Selectmen 
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also authorized “mulching” the segment of road construc- 
ted last year on the West Quoddy Road, in anticipation of 
making ihis road acceptable for State Aid designation in 
the future. In the matter of the damage done to the 
Straight Bay Road by the developers of Paul Bunyon 
Shores, the Selectmen negotiated for and obtained a work- 
in-kind restoration of the damaged road.

F. In the area of recreation, the Selectmen solicited 
bids on a phase of the Lubec Marina Project, which is a 
joint endeavor utilizing Federal, State and local funds, and 
awarded the contract to construct a parking lot to Thomas 
DiCenzo, contractor. The so-called Stinson Building was 
also purchased as part of the over-all project facility. At 
ihis point the burden of funding the project has been borne 
principally by the Federal and State governments through 
the Maine State Department of Parks and Recreation. The 
Lubee Marina, however, is town owned and it will give ithe 
town an opportunity to attract and capitalize on the tour- 
ist and boating enthusiasts who are becoming more numer- 
ous each year. The completion of the Lubec Marina is ten- 
tatively planned for mid-summer. It is hoped that increased 
tourist activity will generate an increased demand for goods 
and services that will benefit the economy of the town 
appreciably. | 


t has been interesting and rewarding working with the 
Board of Selectmen who have been of considerable assis- 
tance in the implementation of these programs. I also ap- 
preciate the cooperation of the departments, boards and 
committees involved in furnishing services to the citizens.

COMMENTS 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the var- 
ious officers of the Town of Lubec has been completed for 
the municipal year ended February 28, 1967. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results are incorporated in the following comments, exhib- 
its and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed 
that Net Departmental balances credited to General fund 
surplus amounted to $8,782.22, per the following summary:

ASSETS — The General fund cash balance of $3,153.88 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Bar Harbor 
Bank and Trust Company, Lubec, Maine. 


Accounts receivable of $9,332.95 included various reim- 
bursible items due from the State and other agencies. All 
appeared to be current and collectable. 


Taxes Receivable of $8,694.42 included the balance of 
the 1966 commitment in the amount of $7,600.90 and un- 
collected balances of prior years taxes amounting to 


$1,093.52. 


Tax liens and Tax Acquired Property amounted to 


$3,280.34 and $6,521.72 respectively. 
LIABILITIES — Accounts Payable of $35.54 consisted 


Trust fund 
income held in the General fund checking account amount-

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RESERVES — The reserve for losses on collection of 
Taxes Receivable amounted io $408.66. 


The Excise Tax reserve consisting of 1967 excise tax re- 
ceipts amounted to $14,350.58 at year end. These receipts 
are available for future allocation by the Townspeople. 


SURPLUS — Departniental balances carried forward to 
the ensuing year amounied to $3,790.03 at the year end, and 
consisted principally of State Aid Road account balances 
carried forward in compliance with State requirements. 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town increased by 
$1,393.59 during the year. This increase was occasioned by 
Net departmental balances lapsed to General fund surplus. 


TRUST FUNDS — Trust fund principals amounted to 
$9,439.00 while unexpended income totaled $20.40. These 
were represented by time deposits of $4,439.00 and invest-

Family health is the true basis of our work in your 
community. Our services supplement and re-inforce the 
efforts of the home. 


Visits weremade to teach and supervise nursing and re- 
liabilitative care to persons under medical direction, and 
plan with patients, families and physicians for continuity 
of care. 


The services of the various state and community agencies 
were made available through our referral system. These in- 
cluded eye care, pediatric, crippled children, hard of hear- 
ing, heart, x-ray and mental health. These services have ex- 
panded through the years, always with theaim of improv- 
ing the health of our citizens and are available to all whose 
needs fall within the accepted program objectives.

LUBEC MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT 


Since “any book is a new book as long as you haven’t 
read it”, there are presently some 7000 volumes, in all cat- 
egories, at the Lubec Memorial Library. In previous years 
there has been but a minimum of funds available to pur- 
chase new books. However, through the efforts of those 
who give books in memory of relatives and friends as well 
as citizens who donate new books, the Library has done 
very well. 


Surprisingly, perhaps, there are more adult borrowers 
than children and summer residents appear to be more 
prolific readers than most. On the whole, they express plea- 
sure that the Library is so good, considering the size of 
the town. 


Whereas our Library formerly lent some 500 books an- 
nually to the South Street School, now that school has de- 
veloped a creditable Library of its own. So many students 
go by bus that it has proved difficult for them to visit the 
Library. Lubec High School has a very good Library of its 
own, too, and cooperation exists among all three. 


Now that the stability of Lubec Memorial is becoming 
established, the time has arrived for the collection of facts 
upon which long-range planning should be based. Our Li- 
brary has been made possible through the continued sup- 
port of the Town of Lubec, of the Honorable Sumner T. 
Pike, the membership of the Lubec Library Association 
and of the Friends of the Library. Moreover, several out- 
of-state well-wishers have contributed both books and _his- 
torical material. 


Due to efforts of the Friends of the Library, an endow- 
ment fund was established this year, the interest of which, 
it is hoped, will eventually support the Library. Checks 
sent by those wishing to have a part in this endowment 
project should be marked “Endowment”.

LICENSING OF DOGS 
R.S. 1964, Title 7, Chap. 701, 703, 713; 1965, ce. 193,25 


Section 3451. On or before the first day of January of each 
year, the owner or keeper of any dog 4 months old orover shall 
apply to the city or town clerk either orally or in writing for a 
license for each such dog owned or kept by him. Such applica- 
tion shall state the breed, sex, color and markings of such dogs 
and the name and address of the last previous owner. 

Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after the 
first day of January, not duly licensed as required, shall within 
10 days after he becomes the owner or keeper of said dog, cause 
said dog to be described and licensed as provided. 

“Kennel” means one pack or collection of dogs kept under one 
ownership in a single premise for breeding, hunting, show, train- 
ing, fleld trials and exhibition purposes, or maintained as a bus- 
iness for the buying and selling of dogs or for any form of board- 
ing dogs. 


KEEPING UNLICENSED DOG 


Section 3701. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to this chapter 
and chapters 701, 703, 705, and 711 and sections 3603 to 3605, 
shall be punished by a fifine of not more than $25.00 to be re- 
covered by complaint before any District Court.

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TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 
To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Lubec: 


The activities of your Municipal Government, for the fiscal 
year ending February 28, 1969, are summarized for your infor- 
mation and critical evaluation. Your inspection of the respective 
reports of the various departments, boards and committee’s will 
reveal that this has been an active year for your Municipal Govy- 


ernment as it provided the services demanded by ihe citizenry. 


Administratively, this past year has been a difficult one. Fin- 
ancial administration immediately became difficult because of 
the heavy carry-over of delinquent taxes with the net result chai 
the town had to resort to borrowing in anticipation of taxes at 
the start of the muniepal year. The need for the town to borrow 
earlier than usual resulted in having to borrow a considerably 
larger sum and at an increased interest cost. This cost, coupled 
with increased costs fer goods and services tended io intensify 
probiems. However, the Selectmen continued io utilize the Town 
Manager's Financial Operating Statement as a means of evalu- 
ating the town’s progress in implementing the programs planned 
for the year. 

in the area of Police Protection we witnessed progress in 
shaping and consolidating an organized police department. The 
method and practice of records keeping was substantially im- 
proved, inservice training was augmented with formal schooling 
in the basics of police work. Coordination and contact were in- 
creased when ihe hours of surveillance were increased. There 
continues to be a close coordination between other Municipal 
Police Departments, County Sheriff’s Department and State Po- 


lice whenever and wherever the nature of the case dictates. As 
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you will note in Chief Peacock’s departmental report, there were 
some 984 responses to calls over and above the patrolmen’s nor- 
mal duties. This indicates that a great deal of time had to be de- 
voted to investigations. Arrests and conviction ratios were low 
due largely to public apathy and not wanting to “become involv- 
ed” in the due process of law by not being willing to sign com- 
plaint for crimes they either witnessed or had knowledge of. No 
municipality will have “safe streets” until the public supports 


and cooperates with their local police department. 


In the area of fire protection it is encouraging to note the in- 
creased efiectiveness that the new fire truck affords and also the 
increased interest of the volunteer fire fighters as they turn out 


in increasing numbers. 


In the area of Highways, the town did not undertake any 
State Aid Road construction this year in anticipation of the plan- 
ned reconstruction of the Mill Hill Bridge on the North Lubec 
Road. These monies are held in escrow in accordance with State 
statutes until the project is carried out. Another segment of the 
Straight Bay Road was built up in a joint endeavor by the iown 
and the Paul Bunyan Shores developers. Although this negoti- 
ated agreement was again on an “in-kind” basis it, nevertheless, 
had a monetary value to the town in excess of two thousand dol- 
lars that did not have to come out of tax dollars. The segment of 
Town Road Improvement was carried out on the Lead Mine 
Road. As it was in the previous year, equipment maintenance 
costs were disproportionately high due largely to the excessive 
age of the highway equipment. A planned program of equipment 
replacement is indicated if the department is to remain effective. 
This fact was borne out by the effect of the two severe snow 
storms that struck February 23rd and again several days later. 
The frailty of the highway equipment became apparent when it 
was thrown into the breech of these storms and costs of opera- 
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tion, maintenance and equipment rental rose in excess of three 


thousand dollars in the endeavor to keep the town opened up. 


In the area of economic development the town entered a 
joint endeavor with the Campobello, N.B. Board of Trade, the 
object of which is to procure a ferry service from Digby, N. 5. to 
Campobello. This proposal, when implemented, will generate 


economic benefits for Lubec and Campobello that will be of ire- 
mendous importance to the immediate area. Up to this point 
the Joint Board (Board of Selectmen of Lubec and Board of 


Trade of Campobello) has participated in public hearings and 
formal conferences with the political leadership of both coun- 
tries that culminated in the Canadian Federal Government’s ac- 
knowledging that a ferry service is both necessary and desirable 
and, in due course, the Canadian Ministry of Trade will initiate 
and implement this ferry service. Although there is yet more io 
be done, there is now the assurance that Lubec and Campobello 


have a better economic future to plan for. 


In the area of project development, the town has suffered 
some setbacks, however, there is reason to believe that these sit- 
uations can be rectified in the coming year. In regard to Water 
Street, the town initiated the recapping project last year, how- - 
ever, due to faulty material the recapping application did not 
work out satisfactorily and the contractor was directed to take 
up the material at no cost to the town. This project will be taken 
up again in the coming year and it is believed that past problems 
can be overcome and that ultimately the project can be complet- 
ed. In regard to the Lubec Marina Project, there has been a . 
series of set-backs in the State Parks and Recreation Commis- 


sion’s endeavor to seek additional funding through various fed- 
eral agencies. Here again, it is hoped that these problems can be 
worked out in the coming year. 
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These circumstances, together with the fact that the town is 
steadily approaching the time when it must implement a pol- 
lution abatement program, portend a busy and challenging year 
as the town comes to grips with its problems. On the good side 
is the fact that the Planning Board’s concerted activity to imple- 
ment the procurement of a Master Plan for the town. Through 
the Master Plan the town will have better information and data 
upon which to base the critical evaluations that are part and 
parcel of the problems to be solved. So with new and better tools, 
let’s ail set out to solve these problems with a greater expectancy 
of working them out. 


I wish to extend my thanks to the town officers, officials and 
employees for their splendid cooperation throughout the year 
and I appreciate the fact that this sincerity and dedication will 
extend into the future.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 90-A, 
Revised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the financial records 
of the Town of Lubec have been audited for the municipal year 
ended February 28, 1968. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report together with 
the audit procedural form prescribed by the state auditor for 
governmental audits in accordance with statutory requirement 
have been forwarded to the State Department of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general audit and 
performed in accordance with standards established by the State 
Department of Audit and by the National Committee on Govern- 
mental Accounting. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with 
the preceding year and included all procedures considered neces- 
sary. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the examina- 
‘tion, the financial affairs of the Town appear to have been appro- 
priately handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the 
accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules together with the accompanying com- 
ments present the result of the financial operations of the Town 
for the period designated.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF LUBEC 
March 1, 1967 to February 28, 1968 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the various 
officers of the Town of Lubec has been completed for the munici- 
pal year ended February 28, 1968. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions and an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are in- 
corporated in the following comments, exhibits and supporting 
schedules. 

An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed that 
net departmental balances credited to General fund surplus 
amounted to $8,691.64, per the following summary:

Net balance to surplus $ 8,691.64 


ASSETS — The General fund cash balance of $4,273.78 was 
reconciled with a statement furnished by Bar Harbor Bank & 
Trust Company, Lubec, Maine. 

Accounts Receivable of $3,231.54 included various reimburs- 
able items due from the State and other agencies. All appeared to - 
be current and collectible. 

Taxes Receivable of $18,862.58 included the balance of the 
1967 commitment in the amount of $18,049.64 and uncollected 
balances of prior years taxes amounting to $812.94. 

Tax liens and Tax Acquired property amounted to $3,866.54 
and $8,061.97 respectively. 


LIABILITIES — Accounts Payable of $13,297.52 consisted ° 
principally of a balance due on the new fire truck purchased dur- 
ing the year. Notes of $21,271.60 issued in 1966 for fire station 
and truck mature at the rate of $5,317.90 annually plus interest 
of 3.5% annually.

RESERVES — The reserve for losses on collection of Taxes 
Receivable amounted to $408.66. 

The excise tax reserve consisting of 1968 excise tax receipts 
‘amounted to $15,309.09 at the year end. These receipts are 
available for future allocation by the Townspeople. 


SURPLUS — Departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year amounted to $321.43 at the year end, and consisted 
of various account balances carried forward in compliance with 
State requirement. 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town decreased by 
$3,479.54 during the year. This decrease was occasioned by the 
transfer of more than $12,000.00 from surplus to reduction of 
the Tax rate. 


TRUST FUNDS — Trust fund principals amounted to 
$9,439.00 while unexpended income totaled $93.08. These were 
represented by time deposits of $4,470.88 and investment of 
$5,000.00 with $61.20 due from the general fund. 


GENERAL — Enforcement of procedures prescribed for the 
collection of Tax lens and prior years Taxes would benefit the 
Town’s financial structure. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to 
the financial position of the Town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 

In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
information fairly present the financial position of the Town at 
February 23, 1968, and the result of its operations for the year

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I wish to point out, as I have before, that this is your town and 
your police department and it can be only as good as you want it. 
We have had several cases during the past year of breaks and 
other crimes which have been witnessed by citizens of the town 
but, because they did not want to get involved, they refused to 
talk or help their own police department. Because of the new 
Supreme Court rulings our job is much more difficult but, with 
the help of our citizens, crime can be controlled — only with your 
help. It is for your own good in the long run to notify us and get 
involved. Your department will cooperate as much as possible 
and be as discreet as possible but it is your decision as a citizen 
as to how efficiently the police department can function. 


You will notice our budget is up over last year. This is due 
basically by three things: 


1. More activity as is true nation-wide. 


2. Increased cost of motor vehicles and upkeep as is reflected 
in all car purchases. 


3. The new court system which increases our costs three times 
as much as before. This was instigated after last year’s 
budget was made up and we, of course, have no control 
over the system. However, a new law which we hope will 
pass, will reimburse the town $20.00 for each appearance 
of an officer in court. This would amount to more than 
$820.00 based on this past year’s activities but we cannot 
count on it, nor can we change the court system to cost us 
less. 


Your department wishes to thank the citizens, the town govern- 
ment and all other agencies for their help.

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REGULATION of the taking of SHELLFISH 
in the TOWN OF LUBEC 


Sec. 1. No person, firm, or corporation shall, within the Town 
of Lubec, take more than one (1) peck of clams, mussels, or quo- 
hogs in any one day except a resident of Lubec, the Township of 
Trescott, or the Township of Edmunds. 


Sec. 2. The term “a resident” shall mean a person, firm or cor- 
poration who has resided in this state for a term of at least six 
(6) consecutive months and in the Town of Lubec, Township of 
Trescott, or Township of Edmunds, for at least three (3) con- 
secutive months. 


Sec. 3. Whoever digs or takes clams, mussels or quohogs in 
said Town of Lubec contrary to the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $10.00, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than 30 days.

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LICENSING OF DOGS 


R.S/1964; Title 7; Chap. 701, 703:,7 13; 1965) cei eee 

Section 3451. On or before the first day of January of each 
year, the owner or keeper of any dog 4 months old or over shall 
apply to the city or town clerk either orally or in writing for a 
license for each such dog owned or kept by him. Such applica- 
tion shall state the breed, sex, color and markings of such dogs 
and the name and address of the last previous owner. 

Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after the 
first day of January, not duly licensed as required, shall within 
10 days after he becomes the owner or keeper of said dog, cause 
said dog to be described and licensed as provided. 

“Kennel” means one pack or collection of dogs kept under one 
ownership in a single premise for breeding, hunting, show, train- 
ing, field trials and exhibition purposes, or maintained as a busi- 
ness for the buying and selling of dogs or for any form of board- 
ing dogs. 


KEEPING UNLICENSED DOG 


Section 3701. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to this chapter 
and chapters 701, 703, 705, and 711 and sections 3603 to 3605, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25.00 to be re- 
covered by complaint before any District Court.

WARRANTS; DISPOSAL 


Section 3702. The municipal officers of each municipality 
shall annually within the month of April issue a warrant, return- 
abie on December 15th following, to one or more police officers 
or constables, directing him or them to proceed forthwith to enter 
complaint and summons to court the owner or keeper of any un- 
licensed dog. The said police officer or constable shall before 
entering such complaint and cbtaining said summons, call on the 
owner or keeper of said dog and demand that he conform with 
the law and pay the license fees due, and if the owner pays such 
license fees, he shall pay in addition thereto the officer’s fee of 
$3.00 which the officer shall retain and make return and pay over 
to the city or town clerk the license fees received by him.

MAINE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH & WELFARE 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in Lubec 
For the Year 1968 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to help 
people and the community as a whole to achieve and maintain 
optimum health. Your public health nurse provides generalized 
nursing service, visiting people in homes, clinics and schools as 
part of the total family health program. 

Home visits were made to assist families with health prob- 
lems. The services of the various state agencies were made avail- 
able to those requiring this kind of assistance. Demonstration of 
nursing care and interpretation of medical recommendations 
were given in many family situations. 

Child Health Conferences are held to provide health super- 
vision to infants and preschool children and to give parents in- 
struction in health care of their children. Frequently potential 
personal health problems are corrected before children enter 
school. 

School health services were arranged jointly with medical 
and school personnel. Health counselling, referral for evaluation 
and treatment of physical, mental and emotional health prob- 
lems of pupils, and liaison between home and school are services 
provided. Tuberculin skin testing and audiometer hearing iest- 
ing were continued in the recommended grades again this year. 

Many communicable dieases can now be controlled by im- 
munization. The following immunizations were given at the var- 
ious clinics and child health conferences: Diphtheria, Tetanus, 
Whooping Cough (14) ; Poliomyelitis, Oral (15) ; Smallpox (15) 
Measles (4); and Influenza (200). 

State health services have expanded through the years, al- 
ways designed to improve the health of all people. Your public 
health nurse shares with other workers in health and allied fields 
the responsibility for bringing to our citizens the benefits of ad- 
vances in health care. . :
